And like the others, these sto- 
ries will be by the best contemporary, or nearly 
contemporary, authors, including nearly all the 
masters of the short story of France, Germany, 
Spain, Russia, Scandinavia (Sweden and Nor- 
way), Italy, Poland, Greece, and Belgium, in- 
cluding such authors as Sienkiewicz, Bikelas, 
Maeterlinck,and others.

The important announcement made some months 
ago of the publication in this country by this 
house of ‘* The Poetical and Prose Works of Lord 
Byron,” edited from a new text, with many 
hitherto unpublished additions, by Ernest 
Hartley Coleridge and Rowland E. Prothero, 
with the co-operation of the Earl of Lovelace; 

Now 
the first and second volumes, one of poetry and 
the other of prose, will be ready at once, the 
remaining ten volumes following rapidly. It 
will be the definitive edition of this great poet 
and brilliant prose-writer, and should find inclu- 
sion in every library, great or small. There 
will be an édition de luxe printed of it, limited 
to two hundred and fifty copies, of which fifty 
are for America. An entirely new volume of

Scott 
Clark, Professor of English in the Northwest- 
ern University. of Evanston, Ill. To the useful 
Warwick Library of English Literature will be 
added ‘‘ English Masques,” a collection of rep- 
resentative specimens, with an introduction by 
Prof. H. A. Evans. ‘‘ Napoleon 1. and His 
Court” will be the second volume in Imbert De 
St. Amand’s new series devoted to the ‘‘ Second 
French Empire.” It covers the period from Eu- 
génie’s elevation to the French throne in 1853 - 
to the birth of the ill-fated Prince Imperial in 
1856, and alsotreats of the Crimean War and the 
great French Exposition of 1855. ‘‘ Auld Lang 
Syne,” Max Miiller’s reminiscences of delightful 
musical and literary people of the present cen- 
tury andgraphic recollections of royalties, stands 
for one of the leading biographies of the season. 
The Scribners have just published it, and count 
it among their best-selling books. Directly in 
this line among books still to come are Francis 
Wilson’s little volume of reminiscences of ‘‘ The 
Eugene Field I Knew,’ and ‘‘ Seven Months a 
Prisoner,” by Judge J. V. Hadley, of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Indiana> The latter belongs aiso 
to history, relating as it does the writer's ex- 
perience as an escaped prisoner within the 
limits of the Confederacy during the last year 
of the war. It will appear in the pretty dress 
of the Zvoryv Series. The third volume of Brit- 
ton and Brown's ‘‘An Illustrated Flora”’ 
will be published in April. Its title as an- 
nounced is ‘‘ Dogbane to Thistle.”” The author 
of ‘‘ The Birds’ Calendar,” H. E. Parkhurst, has 
prepared for the non-scientific reader an in- 
genious system based on color and season for 
the identification of all the land birds and the 
principal water-fowl of the New England and 
Middle States, which he calls ‘‘ Howto Name the 
Birds.” The Princeton Lectures Series wil) be 
completed by ‘‘ The Discharge of Electricity 
in Gases,” from lectures by Professor J. J. 
Thomson, Professor of Physics inthe University 
of Cambridge. Another popular manual in 
music to be added to the others on the cata- 
logue of this house is ‘‘ Music, How it Came 
to be What it is,” by Hannah Smith, ateacher of 
music and a lecturer on musical topics.

charming collection of stories, four of whic! 
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deal with the Civil War and the others with 
Bohemian artist life in Paris. ‘‘ Javon-Ben- 
Seir,” by Walker Kennedy, is a story full of ad- 
venture, containing a great deal of interesting 
information about the habits of the early He- 
brews; ‘‘A Son of the Czar,” a historical ro- 
mance full of interest and instruction, deals 
with Peter the Great, Catherine, his wife, and 
the Czarowitz Alexis, who met a miserable fate 
while heir to the Russian throne; and George 
Gissing’s ‘‘ Whirlpool” and ‘*‘ The Tales of John 


Oliver Hobbes,” offer a rare treat not only to 


novel readers but to students of sociology and 
literature. Other works of fiction on the list 
have already appeared inthe Weekly Record of 
new publications or are entered in classified list 
under heading Fiction. 

HERBERT S. STONE & Co., Chicago and New 
York City, are preparing several volumes of 
choice fiction. ‘‘ Across the Salt Seas” is a

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
PROPOSED NEW COPYRIGHT LEGISLATION. 


Ara meeting of the Executive Council of 
the American Copyright League, on February 
24, resolutions were passed approving of the 
vill introduced by the Hon. John Murray 
Mitchell, of New York (H. R. 7015), providing 
more adequate penalties for the piracy of musi- 
cal publications, in the hope thereby of break- 
ing up the trade in unauthorized Canadian re- 
prints of American and foreign copyright 
scores, which has attained extensive propor- 
tions in various parts of the country. 

The Council also gave careful consideration 
t» the two bills bearing the names of Repre- 
sentatives Shafroth. and Hicks respectively, 
aiming at a limitation of copyright in photo- 
graphs. The Shafroth bill provides ‘‘that a 
photograph, as such, made from any object not 
a work of the fine arts and not a part as illus- 
tration in any regularly issued publication 
which is duly entered at the post-office at its 
piace of publication, shall not be the subject of 
copyright at all” ; while Mr. Hicks’s bill pro- 
vides ‘that a line production published in a 
caily newspaper, of a photograph made from 
<n object not a work of fine arts, shall not be 
considered as a violation of the copyright of 
Such photograph.” The resolution of disap- 
proval reads as follows: 

“ Resolved, That the Council of the American Copy- 
right respectfully protests against the passage of the bill 
intr duced by Representative Shafroth (H. R. 5866) and 
the bill introduced by Representative Hicks (H. R. 6346), 
on the ground that the withdrawal from photographers of 
,_© protection now accorded them under the Copyright 
law would be in conflict with the principle of copyright.” 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the proposed 
modifications of the law will not be made. 


REPRESENTATIVE BENNETT has introduced a 
1 which provides that designs, engravings, 
cuts and prints, intended to be used as labels or 
show cards for articles of manufacture, must 
be entered under the copyright law in the Pat- 
ent Office, and charges the Commissioner of 


' 
t 
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Patents with the entry of the same. The fee 
for the entry of any design, engraving, cut, 
print, or photograph of any article of manufac- 
ture, is fixed at $6, and this amount would 
cover the cost of furnishing acopy of the entry 
to the patentee. The Commissioner of Patents 
would be expected to publish in the Patent 
Office Gazette a list of all these entries. It is 
provided that the presence of a trade-mark on 
any of the foregoing would not affect the right 
to register. 

It is also provided in the bill that every pack 
of playing cards manufactured in the United 
States shall be entered under the copyright law 
in the office of the Librarian of Congress under 
the same conditions and provisions of law as 
those relating to books, one of the cards in 
each pack of playing cards so copyrighted to 
bear the notice prescribed by Sec. 4y62 of the 
Revised Statutes.. 

NO CANADIAN COPYRIGHT LEGISLATION. 

REPLYING to Sir C. H. Tupper during the 
special session of the Canadian Parliament on 
the 14th inst., Mr. Fitzpatrick stated that the 
Government did not intend to introduce any 
legislation bearing on the copyright question 
during the present session. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


TueEcelebrated zodlogist, Dr. Rudolph Leuck- 
art, died on February 6. He was professor at 
the University of Leipzig and the writer of 
many important works on zoélogy. Born Oc- 
tober 7, 1822, in Helmstedt, Germany. 


M. GAUTHIER-VILLARS, the well-known pub- 
lisher of the official reports of the proceedings 
of the French Academy of Sciences, died re- 
cently. For 35 years he has been identified 
with the French Institute and the learned 
societies in France, and has been of incal- 
culable service to many a savant, to whom his 
death is a real loss. 


JouNn CHARLTON, for nine years a member of 
the Board of Indian Commissioners, died in 
Grand View, Rockland County, N. Y., aged 
69 years. He was born in Ireland, but came to 
this country when he was three years old. In 
1849 he went to California, where he remained 
for fourteen years, engaged in book publishing, 
and where he owned three papers. 


FERDINAND FARE died on Februaryti. Ifhe 
had lived six months longer he would no doubt 
have been elected one of the Immortals of the 
French Academy. He was born at Bedarieux, 
Herault, France, in 1830. Taine, St. Beuve, 
and Lemaitre looked upon him as a worthy 
successor of Balzac. He was especially the 
historian of clerical life. In 1883 he was made 
librarian of the Mazarine Library. ; 


Co.. JOHN THoMAs ScuHARF, LL.D., author 
of ‘‘ The History of the Confederate States’ 
Navy,” etc., died in New York, February 28. 
He was born in Baltimore, Md., May 1, 1843. 
In 1861 he joined the Confederate Army, and 
in 1863 he was appointed midshipman in the 
Confederate Navy. He served in the Mary- 
land Legislature, and wrote a history of Mary- 
land among other works. He was appointed 
Chinese Inspector for the Southern District of 
New York in 1893, and resigned last Septem- 
ber. 
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Mrs. CLARA LEMORE Ropzerts died very sud- | 


denly-of heart disease, on February 27, at 
Barnes. In earlier life she was well known on 
the provincial stage under her maiden name, 
Clara Lemore, but after the death of her hus- 
band she left the stage and adopted the literary 
profession. Among her best-known three-vol- 
ume novels are ‘‘ A Covenant with the Dead”’ 
(1892), ‘‘ Penhala”’ (1894), and ‘‘ At War with 
Destiny” (1896). Recently Messrs. Constable 
published anonymously a short novel by Mrs. 
Roberts, entitled ‘‘ The Love of an Obsolete 
Woman,” which revealed a much finer talent 
for characterization than ,any of her former 
novels, 


GEORGE G. WHITE died on February 24 at his 
home, in the Albany, Fifty-first Street and 
Broadway, at the ageof sixty-eight. Hewasa 
well-known illustrator, and had been employed 
by all the prominent publishers of this city. 
He cameto New York from Philadelphia, his 
native place, in 1863, and secured work on /rank 
Leslie's Magazine. He made a specialty of il- 
lustrating school-books, and many of the 
readers in use during the past thirty years 
were made interesting by his handiwork. He 
also illustrated a number of novels. Mr. 
White was a member of the Salmagundi and 
Lotos Clubs at different times in his life, and 
was well known and liked among the older 
literary set in the city. 


FREDERICK TENNYSON, eldest brother of the 
late poet-laureate, died on February 26. He 
was born in 1807, and was educated at Eton 
and Cambridge. Inthe introduction to the re- 
cently issued ‘‘ Life of Christina Rossetti,” by 
Mackenzie Bell, he remarks: ‘‘ It seldom hap- 
pens that a family which has produced such an 
illustrious poet as the late laureate should in- 
clude among its members such poets as Mr. 
Frederick Tennyson and the late Charles Ten- 
nyson Turner, both of whom are admirable in 
their degree ; while Mr. Frederick Tennyson 
shares with Landor the almost unparalleled 
distinction of having produced a volume of 
fine poems at the venerable age of 88.” Mrs. 
Browning’s ‘‘ Life and Letters,” edited by Ken- 
yon, also mentions Frederick Tennyson repeat- 
edly during his life at Florence and Pisa. 
Among his best-known publications are ‘‘ Days 
and Hours,” ‘‘Daphne and Other Poems,” 
‘‘ The Isles of Greece (Sappho and Alczus’”’) ; 
and ‘‘ Poems of the Day and Year,” the last 
published in 1895. 


WILLIAM MISKEY SINGERLY, proprietor of 
The Philadelphia Record, died in Philadelphia 
on February 27. He was born in that city on 
December 27, 1832, and was the son of Joseph 
Singerly, who was largely interested in its 
street-railroad system. Mr. Singerly started 
in the produce commission business, but later 
devoted himselftorailroad management. After 
buying Zhe Philadelphia Record in 1877, he 
bought a paper mill and named it the Singerly 
Pulp and Paper Mill. He built hundreds of 
houses in Philadelphia, and was connected 
with the management of many business enter- 
prises. The Singerly financial institutions 
failed for over $3,000,000 last December. A 
few days later Mr. Singerly turned over to the 
assignees of the bank and trust company all 
his personal assets, including his interest in 
The Record, and the assignees entered on a 
plan for rehabilitating the institutions. They 


are still engaged in this work. Mr. Singe: 
was interested in all art matters and was a] 
the successful owner of atheatre. The imm 
diate cause of his death was heart disease. 


WILLIAM AvuGUSTUS ROGERS, professor 
natural history and astronomy at Colby U1 
versity, Waterville, Me., died on March 
Dr. Rogers was born in Waterford, Conn., 
1832, and graduated from Brown Universi 
in 1857. He became a scientist of natior 
reputation. For thirteen years he taught ; 
tronomy and mathematics in Alfred Academ 
where he built an observatory. In 1870 he w 
made an assistant in the Harvard observato: 
and in 1877 assistant professor of astronor 
at Harvard. In 1886 he accepted the chair 
astronomy and physics in Colby Universit 
He published several volumes of observatio 
of stars down to the ninth magnitude, wi 
maps, and made a number of valuable inve 
tions to aid in the work of astronomical c 
servation. He received the degree of M.. 
from Yale and Ph.D. from Alfred Universi 
Dr. Rogers was a fellow of the Royal Socie 
of London, a member of the National Acader 
of Sciences, and served as one of the vic 
presidents of the American Association fort 
Advancement of Science, and also as preside 
of the American Society of Microscopists. | 
published more than fifty papers in scienti 
journals and the transactions of learned soc:

He 
has visited the England and Holland homes, and carefully studied whatever 
would throw light on the Pilgrims, their character, their habits, their way of 
life, — not the men only, who have generally had quite their full share of 
attention, but also the women, and the boys and girls as well. His admira- 
tion of the Pilgrims (which is by no means mere adulation), his familiarity 
with their story, and his effective narration assure a very interesting book, 
and just now altogether timely on account of the attention recent] attracted 
to the Pilgrim history by the return of the Bradford Manuscript to Massa- 
chusetts. Several pictures add to the interest of Dr. Griffis’s book. 


Thomas Wentworth Higginson. 


Cheerful Yesterdays. By Tuomas WrENtTWoRTH HIGGINsON, author of 
“Oldport Days,” ‘“ Margaret Fuller Ossoli” in the Series of American 
Men of Letters, etc. 1 vol. 12mo, $2.00. 

This book is the very flower of autobiography. It gives the most inter- 
esting experiences of a singularly interesting life, in the most attractive 
manner. A fine, discriminating optimism pervades it, and the impression 
produced is that life is unspeakably worth living, and that opportunity and 
the delight of noble effort await every manly spirit. 
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The book describes Colonel Higginson’s boyhood in Cambridge, his ycars 
and associates in Harvard College, the period of the Transcendental move- 
ment, the observations and expericnces which made him a reformer, the 
storm and stress of the time when the Fugitive Slave Law excited the 
country, the development of literature and his own literary work in the fifties, 
the stirring episode of the Kansas conflicts and the daring and doom of John 
Brown,and the Civil War, with a very modest account of his share in it. 
Later chapters describe literary London and laris twenty years ago, and 
some of the notable persons he met in those -capitals; and the book con- 
cludes with a paper ‘*Onthe Outskirts of Public Life.” 

The intrinsic and widely varied interest of the book, the noble and cheer- 
ful tone that pervades it, and the exquisite literary style which is a constant 
delight, — these give the book a very uncommon charm and value. 


Victor Hugo. 


Letters of Victor Hugo. [Edited by Patt Mevurice. In two Series, 
Svo, bound in handsome Library style. The First Series appeared in 
November, 1896, the Second Series is now ready. Price, $3.00; the 
two volumes, $6.00. 

The Letters contained in the First Series were largely of a domestic 
nature. The Second Series includes his Jetters in exile to Ledru-Rollin, 
Mazzini, Garibaldi, and Lamartine, with many of curious autobiographical 
and literary interest. The arrangement is generally chronological, except in 
cases where there is an interesting set of Jetters to one person, — these are 
kept together. Aside from the intrinsic interest of Hugo's Letters, they 
have a positive interest as coming from one of the most conspicuous men in 
France during a very dramatic period of her history, and one of the great 


literary figures of his country and time.

through the press. This has been done by his accomplished pupil and 
devoted assistant, Professor Kittredge, who has also prepared for this 
volume a very interesting sketch of Professor Child's life and of his her- 


culean task in editing this work. 


English and Scottish Popular Ballads. [Edited by Prof. Francis J. 
CuHitp. Complete in five volumes, with a fine Portrait, and a Bio- 
graphical Essay by Prof. Georcr L. Kirrrence, of Harvard University.

The great work of Professor Child, which he fortunately lived to com- 
plete, has hitherto been issued only in parts. Now it is brought out in five 
imperial quarto volumes, which will preserve in permanent form his extra- 
ordinary literary product. Professor Child devoted the labor of years and 
an.unrivaled equipment of learning to gathering and editing this vast body 
of material, much of it unknown even to specialists. The result is one of 
the great achievements in literature. The Atheneum, of London, has 
spoken of it as follows: ‘To many it may appear a foolish labor,’ said 
Motherwell, ‘this gathering of old ballads.’ What would he have said to

Long experience with field classes of beginners has enabled Miss Merriam 
to understand their needs, and in this book she has aimed to meet these. 
The birds are described plainly, without the use of technical terms, and 
there are pictures of most of them. There are also family color-keys based 
on coloring and markings that one.can note on the field, and a general field 
color-key to all of the 154 birds described, and this key is illustrated by 
miniature heads of the species. 
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From the statistics of the Department of Agriculture and other reliable 
sources the economic status of each bird is given, a fact of great interest to 
land-owners and teachers ; migration lists are added for St. Louis, Washing- 
ton, and Connecticut; also detailed suggestions how and what to observe 
in the field. 

Among the numerous illustrations are drawings by Ernest Seton Thomp- 
son and Louis Agassiz Fuertes, two leading American bird-artists. The 
book is so thoroughly good and helpful that it ought to have a wide reading, 
since it cannot fail greatly to promote intelligent knowledge of birds and 
sympathetic interest in them.
